THEY WRITE THEIR VIEWS 


Ex-President Talks of the Past, 
Showing What Has Been Done, 
. While the ex-Senator Says 
It.Is Time for H's 
Party To Prevail. 


Baltimore, March 11.—The Crescent 
Democratic Club, one of the leading po- 
litical orsanizations of this city, cele- 
brated its 2th anniversary tonight by 
listening to addresses on democracy, de- 
livered by leading local speakers. The 
occasion was rendered more than ordi- 
narily interesting by the receipt of let- 
ters from Grover Cleveland and David 
B. Hill. 

Mr. Cleyeland says: 

“All the political signs of the times in- 
dicates most impressively the necessity 
Of increased activity and aggressiveness 
in the ranks of democracy. There were 
days when democratic principles, advo- 
cated in democratic fashion, gave guar- 
antee of democratic supremacy—or at 
least, strength and influence in our na- 
tion’s counsels. Why should there not 
be a return of those days? 

“The answer to this question is not 
found in less applicability than formerly 
of democratic doctrine to present condi- 
tions. On the contrary, there never was 
a time when they were more needed to 
cure evils which afflict our body politic; 
and there never was a time when our 
countrymen would be more willing to ac- 
cept democracy as they once knew it, 
as a safeguard against existing and 
threatened ills. 

“fT am convinced, however, that if our 
party is to gain its old prestige and be- 
come again a strong and vigorous organ- 
ization, feared by its enemies and inspir- 
ing the active devotion of its rank and 
file, it must first of all things itself be- 
come truly, honestly and consistently 
democratic.”’ 

Ex-Senator Hill's letter is as follows: 

“You ask me in case of my inability 
to be present to express a few thoughts 
appropriate to the occasion, and I cheer- 
fully comply with your request. 

“A democratic club, which has main- 
- tained-its existence for twenty-nitie years, 
dteadfastly devoted to Jeffersonian ideas 
ot government, is entitled to the con- 
gratulations of ali good citizens. There 
is need every where of such organizations, 
unselfishly devoted to the public welfare, 
Ze s fer the triumph of our party upon 
right principles and ottposed to corrup- 
tion wherevér it may be found, whether 
inside or outside of party lines. 

“In this time of dire defeat, when the 
shouts of the Victorious hosts. of plutoc- 
racy, commercialism and imperialism at 
their recent inaugural festivities at the 
national capital are still ringing in our 
ears, we should remember that the dark- 
est hour is oftentimes just before the 
dawn of day. 

“I am sure that a majority of the 
American electorate will not be satisfied 
with the continued rule of radicalism, ex- 
travagance and corruption. But we must 
not deceive ourselves. The people will 
not restore the democratic party to pow-~ 
er unless they are satisfied that we will 
give them better government than our 
opponents. The people want a safe and 
conservative administration of public af- 
fairs. There mtist be no question of our 
intention to fearlessly maintain the na- 
tional credit under any and all circum- 
stances. We must not permit our oppo- 
nents to place us in 4k false position as 
the enemies of public order. Labor and 
capital should be equally respected, but 
néither should be unnecessarily assailed. 
Opposition to dangerous corporaté com- 
bingtions should not be, allowed to degen- 
erate into indiscriminate attacks upon 
@hartered rights. We should conciliate 
rather than antagonize the great busi- 
ness interests of the country, and this 
éan easily be accomplished without the 
surrender of a single essential party prin- 
ciple. 

“We must realize the fact that a great 
political party should not ‘be organized on 
narrow lines, but should be composed of 
all classes of good citizens, regardless of 
their pecuniary situations, occupations or 
other conditions who think substantially 
alike on important questions of govern- 
mental policy. Permit me to suggest to 
party friends that recriminations on ac- 
count of present oonditions are utterly 
useless. Let us instead look to the future 
with confidence, hope and courage. 

“The democratic party has survived a 
whole century of political vicissitudes, 
and if wise counsels shall hereafter pre- 
vail, as I firmly believe they will, the new 
century wil) soon witness a reunited and 
victorious party again in ascendancy in 
the affairs of our beloved country.”’

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REFORM LEAGUE’S PROTEST. 


Baltimoreaus Appear Before Commit- 
tee at Annapolis. 
Annapolis, Md., March 11.—T wenty-two 
members of the Reform League, of Balti- 
more, came down today to protest pefore 
the joint committee on legislation against 
a favorable report on the new ballot bill, 
which, if passed, will result in the dis- 
franchisenient of about 50,000 illiterate 
voters, most of whom are negroes. 
Charles J. Bonaparte, the principal 
epeaker om behalf of the league, de- 
nounced the proposed law as being wholly 
pad from beginning to end, some parts 
of it being ‘worse than others. Further- 
more, he declared fhe entire scheme to 
be unconstitutional and cited numerous 

decisions to sustain’ this contention. 


THEY WERE BURIED ALIVE. 


That Is the Way Fi@pinos Punished 
Those Friendly to Americans, _ 
Manila, March 11.—The trial of. the 
nine natives charged with having mur- 
dered Quisimbing, president of Calamba, 
because he was friendly to the Ameri- 
cans, discloses how : the insurgents ter- 
rorized the natives, even in territory oc- 
cupied by the Americans. Members of 
a secret society, known-as Mandoducats, 
systematically abducted and killed Fili- 
pinos favoring American rule. In. two 
months the Calamba Mandoducats killed 
forty-nine natives. The victims are 
usually buried alive. Fear kept the peo- 
ple silent. Officers of General .Cailles 
organized and ‘conducted: the operation 
of the Mandoducats in Calamba, Binang 
and other towns in the Laguna province. 
The ringleaders were arrested and tried. 
and many suspects were held pending 
an investigation. The arrests effectually 
checked the operations of the Mandodu- 
cats. The verdict of the military com- 
mission which is trying the case has not 
been announced. 


ARKANSAS’ ANTI-TRUST. BILL. 


The House Passes It—Some of Its 
Terms. 


Little Rock, Ark., March 11.—The house 
today passed an anti-trust bill which 
bars from doing business in this state 
any corporation which. is a member of a 
pool or trust in any part of the world. 
The bill was amended so as to include 
the round-bale compress company, in 
which United States Senator James K. 
Jones is alleged to be interested. It now 
goes to the senate. 


THE JAPANESE IMPERIAL DIET. 


It Has Again Been Prorogued for 
Five Days. 

Tokio, March 11.—The impefial diet. 
which had been proroguéd tintil Match 
8th to give the house of peers anh op- 
portunity to assent to the new taxation 
bills, covering the expenses of the Jap- 
anese expeditionary corps in China, was 
again prorogued for five days. If, in 
the meantime, the cabinet of Marquis Ito 
does not overcome the opposition of the 
house of peers, two alternatives only will 
remain, the dismissal of the cabinet or a 
temporary suspension of the constitution. 
A ‘third prorogation of the diet is not 
permissible under the constitution. 


RIOTOUS STRIKERS IN SPAIN. 


They Attack and Burn Two Fattories 
at Manlleu. 


Barcelona, March 11.—A riot is reported 
to have taken place at Manlieu, a town 
in’ Catalonia, forty miles north-northeast 
of Barcelona, in consequence of a strike. 
The strikers attacked some factories and 
burned two of them. The gerdarmerie 
intervened and in the resulting conflict 
two persons were killed and a number 
of others wounded, including the mayor. 
The telegraph lines between here and 
Manlleu have ben cut. 


PLAGUE SPREADS IN AFRICA. 


Fifteen New. Cases at Cape Town. 
Removing the Kaffirs. 

Cape Town, March 11.—The bubonic 
plague is developing seriously in Cape 
Town. Fifteen new ¢ases were officially 
reported today and ninety-seven. other 
persons were isolated because of having 
come into contact with victims of the 
disease,

GENERAL LOUIS BOTHA. 
Boer General Has Asked an Armistice So as To Confer with His 
Associates Looking to a Surrender. 
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DECISION AGAINST FURMAN. 


Court Says He Should Show Title 
from King of Spain. 
Washington, March 11.—In the United 
States supreme court today an opinion 
was handed down in the case of the 
governor and the officials of the state 
of Florida vs. Charles W. Furman. The 
case involved title to Anastasia island, 
in the state of Florida, consisting of 
about 7,500 acres. The state claims 
it under the United States swamp Jand 
law, while Furman based his. claim 
upon the alleged grant of the island by 
the Spanish government to Joseph Fish, 
an ancestor of his, in 1795, The opinion 
of the circuit court for the southern 
district of Florida was favorable to Fur- 
man, but today’s opinion of the supreme 
court reversed that finding and issued 
directions to dismiss the bill because 
Furman “failed to show complete legal 
title from the king of Spain and be- 
cause the claim was barred by statute.”’ 
Justices Shiras and Peckham dis- 

sented. 

The supreme court did not announce 
its opinion in the Porto Rican cases to- 
day. Only three opinions were delivered, 
which is taken to mean that the justices 
are devoting their time largely to the 
insular decision. 


TO PAY DEBTS OF THE KING. 


Chancellor of Exchequer Puts Par- 
liament on Notice. 


T.ondon, March 11.—In the house of 
commons today Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
chancellor of the exchequer, when moving 
the appointment of a select committee to 
consider the new civil list, conveyed a 
hint that an increase in the civil list 
might be expected. He said that while 
proposals would be based on the late 
Queen Victoria's civil list, it must be re- 
membered that King Edward had a queen 
consort, and that he was not only king 
of the United Kingdom, but the head of 
a world-wide power. In the previous 
reigns the parliament had been asked to 
pay the debts of the sovereign, but no 
such application was ever made by 
Queen Victoria. The country might look 
forward with confidence to King Ed- 
ward, who has for many years occupied 
an exceptional position, involving excep- 
tional expenditures. His. income, al- 
though not large when compared with 
that of some private individuals, had 
sufficed him to perform his duties in a 
manner which had won the gratitude of 
the country. The proposals would be 
framed in a spirit of justice to the crown 
and people. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, gave 
notice of his intention to oppose all con- 
sideration of the subject until the gov- 
ernment promised to alter the monarch’s 
anti-Catholic declaration, known as the 
“No Popery” oath. But, on Mr. Balfour’s 
announcing that it was proposed to ap- 
point a committee to consider the mat- 
ter, Mr. Redmond withdrew his opposi- 
tion for the present. 

The committee was then appointed.

I cannot, however, 
close the incident with a duel. M. de 
Roulede must still prove his words. 
Otherwise he will lay himself open to the 
charge of being the author of an odious 
invention.” 


GENERAL DIOS SURRENDERS.

MORE BODIES MAY BE 
FOUND-IN THE RUINS

Search Was Stopped by a Quarre? 
Between the Fire ;Department 
and the Police Depart- 
ment—Owners Now 
at Work. 


Chicago. March 11.—By the explosion of 
the boiler in the Doremus laundry, 548 
West Madison street, this morning eight 
peonle were instantly killed, twenty-nine 
were injured and several are missing. The 
list of fatalities is as follows:

The cause of the explosion has not beep 
determined with accuracy as yet and it 
will probably require an official investiga- 
tion to settle the matter. It is known 
that the boiler was old, a second-hand 
affair, and there is no record in the office 
of the city boiler inspector of any in- 
spection having been made within the last 
year. Pending the verdict of the coroner’s 
jury A. L. Doremus, the proprietor of the 
laundry, ¢s held in custody by the police 
and it is the intention of the authorities 
to institute criminal proceedngs against 
him should the facts brought out at the 
inquest warrant such proceedings. 

The list of dead and wounded was diffi- 
cult to secure. Reports of me number of 
dead in the ruins run all the way from 
six: to twenty. It is known thet thirty- 
six employees of the laundry had entered 
the place before the explosion occurred, 
because the automatic timekeeper, found 
in the ruins, and which was not dam- 
aged, showed that number of registered 
arrivals. Two or three were entering at 
the moment of the explosion, making an 
approximate total of forty employees in 
and around the building. 

The list of injured includes, however, 
several people residing in the adjoining 
buildings, nearly all of which were badly 
damaged. The most conservative esti- 
mate by the police concedes that at least 
three, dead or alive, are still in the ruins; 
yet the search for bodies in the ruins 
came to a sudden end early in the after- 
noon and the work of rescue was entirely 
abandoned. 

The cause of the cessation of the search 
was a dispute between the firemen and 
police as to who was responsible for the 
recovery of any bodies which might be 
concealed beneath the debris. The firemen 
said they had performed their whole duty 
and, gathering up their hose, they retired 
from the scene. The police said it was 
not their work to dig for bodies and no- 
body else volunteered to do the work. Ths 
*-ouble was brought to the attention of 
Police Inspector John D. Shea, in whose 
district the accident occurred, and he 
held that the search properly belonged to 
the fire department. 

Both the police and firemen remained 
firm and refused to continue to search 
for bodies. While the firemen maintained 
that al] the bodies had been recovered, 
the police asserted that this fact had not 
been established and Police Lieutenant 
O’Hara said that the general understand- 
ing was that more bodies were in the 
ruins. 

While the firemen and police were argu- 
ing and explaining their respective sides 
in the matter, the city building depart- 
ment stepped in. 

Building Inspector Klolbassa sent a 
deputy to the scene of the catastrophe 
and a notice was sent to Jackson Bros., 
agents for the property, to immediately 
begin the work of pylling down the walls 
and clearing away the debris. Jackson 
Bros. were given two hours to comply 
with the order, their failure to do so to 
result in the building department per- 
forming the task. The real estate firm 
soon had a number of-wreckers at the 
ruins and the work of pulling down the 
walls was immediately begun. This opera- 
tion made it impossible to continue the

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GENERAL HARRISON IS WORSE. 


Doctors Fear the Inflammation Is 
Extending. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Marcy 11.—Dr. Henry 
Jameson issued the following statement 
at 7:30 o’clock tonight: 


“General Harrison got through Sunday 
night in excellent shape. He held his 
O'vn splendidly until 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. when a slight change for the worse 
was apparent. The inflammation in the left 
lung and the pains in his chest then be- 
gan to cause him a great deal of trouble 
and produced a state of nervousness and 
restlessness which caused him much dis- 
comfort. 

“T find no great cause for alarm tonight 
in the condition of Generaui Harrison and 
attribute the change today to the fact 
that he hag been laboring with his alil- 
ment one gay longer. At this hour he is 
more restless. His temperature is now 
102 4-5: his pulse 95; his respiration 35, I 
think he wil] have no difficulty in going 
through the night. As to the definite 
time when a crisis wii occur I cannot 
say. In dealing with pneumonia and 
kindred forms of illness a crisis is a 
quantity hard to reckon with. In forty- 
eight hours there will be a change of 
some sort, either for the worse or the 
better. 

“With the other physicians, I am very 
hopeful at this time of Genera] Har- 
rison’s ultimate recovery. The chief 
danger we fear from the illness is an ex- 
tension of the inflammatory process in 
the left lung. Unless there should be an 
extension of that inflammation, involv- 
ing the pleura and some of the lobules of 
the left lung, we are hopeful of speedy 
recovery. : 

“At the residence I alternate with Dr. 
Dorsey in close attendance, and two 
trained nurses night and day remain al- 
ways watchful for the slightest change. 
Mrs. Hurrison spends a large part of the 
nigfit with the general.” 


DEATH OF RUFUS C. GARLAND. 


Son of Hon. A. H. Garland, Who 
Was in (Cleveland’s Cabinet. 
Denison, Tex., March 11.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon at 6:20 o’elock Rufus Cummis 
Garland died at St, Joseph’s infirmary, 
Fort Worth. Mr. Garland was a son 
of Hon. A. H. Garland, attorney general 
in the cabinet of President Cleveland. 
At the time of his death he was en- 
gaged in the legal department of the 
Dawes commission to the five civilized 

tribes. 

Mr. Garland has written many contri- 
butions to the world’s collection of music 
that are classed with high standards of 
musical production. His sacred music 
has attracted wide attention and is pop- 
ular in Europe as well as in America. 
A few years ago when Monsignor Satolli 
visited America, Garland composed the 
music used in the church in Washington 
on the occasion of that visit.

CAME DOWN LADDERS. 


Narrow Escape from Death by Girls 
in Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md., March 11.—Thirty-five 
working girls had narrow escapes from 
death from suffocation by smoke or 
flames in a small fire that destroyed the 
establishment of N. Frank & Sons. deal- 
ers in rags, 1402 Mullikin street, this city. 
today. The women were employed in the 
upper floor of the building. and so cuickly 
did the flames spread that escape by the 
usual means of egress was entirely cut 
off. Joseph Gillingham, an employee of 
the firm, jumped from a second-story win- 
dow, and running to a neighboring bakery 
procured a ladder, down which he helped 
seventeen of the women from the third 
story to the roof of an adjoining build- 
ing, from which they made their way 
to the ground. . The others were helped 
down ladders by firemen or made their 
way down fire escapes with the aid of 
bystanders. No lives were lost and the 
damage was $8,000, fully covered by in- 
surance,

Then if I am 
convicted they will still let Pat Crowe 
alone. However, I think that if I am 
acquitted Crowe will come in, as he will 
then have nothing to fear.”

Minder did not 
appear to be excited when he entered the 
room and did not speak a word to any 
one. He left as soon as he did the kill- 


Dr. Ross testified that he was called to 
isée Mahoney and found him unconscious 
from eleven knife wounds. He said there 
‘were five wounds in the body, either of 
which would have produced death. Ma- 
honey never regained consciousness. 

Court adjourned at 7 o’clock tonight, 
and the examination of witnesses will be 
resumed tomorrow.’ Insanity is the plea 
of the defense. During the first trial] of 
Minder, last year, he stabbed himself 
eighteen times while in jail, which was 
construed by his friends as an evidence 
of his insanity. None of the wounds 
were serious, but a mistrial of the case 
‘was ordered by the court.

- Separately—Davis Amendment

’ Washington, March 11.—The long ex- 
pected answer from the British govern- 
ment to the state department’s communi- 
cation reciting the action of the senate 
upon the Hay-Pauncefote treaty was re- 
turned today. 

Lord. Pauncefote came to the state de- 
partment at noon by appointment. He 
brought the answer with him and read it 
to Secretary Hay. It was, in form, an in- 
struction from Lord Lansdowne, the 
British minister for foreign affairs, to 
Lord Pauncefote, and of this instruction 
he left a copy with Secretary Hay. The 
gecretary andthe ambassador were 
Gloseted for half an hour. At the con- 
clusion of the conference it was stated 
that the instruction to Lord Pauncefote 
was to notify the government of the 
United States that the British govern- 
ment did not.see its way clear to the ac- 
ceptance of the senate amendments. The 


.- “grote concluded with an expression of re- 


gret that such a course was forced upon 
the British government. There was noth- 
ing in the nature of a counter proposi- 
tion, nor was any opening left for fur- 
ther action by the British government. 

Tt was stated that if there is to be a 
further attempt to amend the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, so as to authorize the 
United States to construct a waterway 
across the isthmus, then it is for the 
United States to make the overture; the 
British government simply drops the 
matter at this point. The impression pre- 
vails that there will be no immediate ac- 
tion looking toward the n@gotiation of a 
treaty. 

For the present the text of the British 
answer ‘will be withheld from publica- 
tion, on this side of the water at least, 
though it is said that after -the president 
has considered the matter, some general 
etatement may be made as to the various 
points developed. 

The British answer is quite lengthy, as 
such documents go, and would make 
about two newspaper columns. The tone 
of the reply is distinctly friendly through- 
out, particularly so in the concluding as- 
gurances of good will and a desire to co- 
operate in the realization of this under- 
- taking. 

Although the text is. withheld, it is 
understood that the answer takes up each 
of the three amendments made by the 
senate and presents the difficulties in the 
way of assenting to them. Ag to the 
amendment which struck out al] that 
clause of the treaty inviting other mari- 
time nations to concur in the neutralizing 
of the canal, the British view is that 
while the United States and Great 
Britain can bind themselves by treaty to 
neutralize the canal, they cannot make 
this action binding on all other govern- 
ments, unless these governments concur. 
As to the entire abrazation of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty, as provided by one 
of the senate amendments, it appears to 
be the British view that such a step is 
too far reaching to be taken without some 
negotiation in which the British side of 
the case is presented. The  g0-called 
Davis amendment appears, however, to 
‘be the chief obstacle in the way of an 
agreement, and while the British answer 
makes no suggestion of any further nego- 
tiation. there seems to be a fair inference 
from the general tenor that if a modifi- 
cation of this amendment could be se- 
cured there probably could be an adjust- 
ment upon the other points of difference. 
A reading of the answer also makes plain 
that while it does not make counter 
propositions or proposed further action, 
yet it does not*preclude such action by 
laying down a course which will be ad- 
hered to without the slightest deviation. 
On the contrary, the answer takes the 
form of an argument tending to show 
that the amendments propc-7d by the 
senate dd not fairly consider the various 
British interests involved and that they 


_ cannot for that reason be accepted in the, 


form presented. But there is nothing 
peremptory in the tone of the answer. 

The Davis amendment to the freaty, 
while in terms it did not give the United 
States a right to fortify -the canal, in 
general language expressed the right of 
this country to adopt such measures in 
regard to the canal as were deemed neces- 
Sary. for the proper maintenance of 
American authority. The two other 
amendments abrogated the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty and struck out the provision 
of the treaty which invited other foreign 
~ Pp gmnaeaen to express their approval 
of it. 


Comment of the London Press, 

London, March 12.—The morning papers 
express approval of Lord Lansdowne’s 
reply to the amendment of the United 
States senate to the Hay-Pouncefote 
treaty. All repudiate any feeling save a 
friendly desire to arrive at an amicable 
and equitable settlement.

government act. Any of these; it is held, 
is sufficient to cover the budget. 

The commissioners ask the president 
that Governor Allen be directed to call 
@ special session of the legislature to 
amend the law in a manner whick will 
relieve the people of the burdens com- 
plained of and that the governor be dl- 
rected to exercise care in the appointment 
of the assessors. 

The president gave the committee near- 
ly an hour and listened with interest to 
their statements. He said he did not feel 
like exercising his authority for calling an 
extra session of the house of delegates, 
but would recommend that the executive 
council use the utmost leniency in enforc- 
ing the provisions of the tax law. 

The members of the commission hope 
to see the president again in the near fu-

HE WILL VISIT CALIFORNIa. 
President McKinley Makes Trip This 
| §8pring. 

Washington, March 11.—The president 
has given definite assurance to hig Cali- 
fornia friends that he will go to the 
Pacific coast this spring. He expects to 
leave here the latter part of April or 
early in May. The outlook now is that 
the party, which will include the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and of the Ohio dele- 
gation in congress, will go out by the 
Southern Pacific route, stopping first at 
New Orleans. Several stops in Texas 
are contemplated, and there is talk that 
at El Paso the president will meet and 
shake hands with President Diaz, of 
Mexico. The stops on the coast will be 
numerous. 

The return trip will be made by a 
northerly route. Altogether five or six 
weeks will be consumed in making this 
trip. 

Vice President Roosevelt had half an 
hour’s talk with the_ president today, 
but nothing was disclosed as to the qa- 
ture of his visit. The vice president will 
leave Washington for his home at Oys- 
ter Bay some time this week.

DETAILS: SLOWLY COMING 11 


Some Towns in Texas and Arkansas 
Were Nearly Blown Away, 
and Scores of People Are 
Reported Killed and 
Injured. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 11.—(Special.)— 
Reports of damage by Saturday night’s 
storm are coming in from the country 
slowly as the telegraph and teleplione 
wires are being opened. - Mail and wire re- 
ports to date indicate that no fess. than 
ten, and perhaps more, persons lost their 
lives in west Tennessee and Arkansas. 

Considering the velocity of the wind and 
> the heavy downpour of rain it is a won- 
der that the death rate was not greater. 
Yet all of the small towns in the path of 
the storm have not been heard: from. 

Around Forest City three people—J. A. 
Wooley, a planter, and Pinkney Watson 
and child were killed outright. The 
Wooley home was literally carried away 
and the inmates all more or less hurt. 

The storm was the worst that has 
passed through Gibson county, Arkansas, 
in years, 

At Covington, Tenn., Wyatt Smith, col- 
ored, was killed, 

Many reports of serious injuries all 
Over west Tennessee and Arkansas are 
being received, and it will be several 
days before the full list of dead can be 
ascertained. The farmers have sustained 
@ tremendous loss. 

Swept Through Kentucky. 

Kentucky suffered greatly by the storm 
of last night and although there are no 
reports of loss of life, much property 
was destroyed. 

A special from Owensboro says there 
was a regular waterspout there and con- 
siderable damage was done. Cellars were 
flooded and gutter bridges swept away. 
The sewer well, at the intersection of 
Main and Davies streets, burst and there 
was a cave-in forty feet in diameter. 

In Clinton county several houses were 
demolished and several freight cars blown 
off the track. A number of negroes were 
hurt. 

At Paducah, in the Mason’s Mill section 
of the country, eight miles from town, 
a storm overturnéd twenty tobacco barns, 
stables and outhouses, killing many val- 
uable head of stock, destroying the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian, Catholic and Bap- 
tist chyrches and crushing in three negro 
houses, filled with colored people. 

At London the new residence of Till- 
ford Jones was blown from its foundation 
and is a complete wreck. The Sue Ben- 
nett college was damaged between $800 
and $1,000, and at Hickman the Baptist 
church was destroyed, also one drug 
store and numbers of tenement houses. 

Many Killed in Arkansas. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 11.—Reports 
from over the state show that the storm 
was far greater than anticipated. Thus 
far there are sixteen deaths reported, as 
follows: .

Loss of Life Near Forest City. 

Forest City, Ark., March 11.—Three per- 
sons were killed arid many injured in this 
vicinity Saturday evening by a tornado. 


Booneville, 


Four miles west of this city Pinkey 
Watson, colored, and her infant child 
were the first victims. In the same 
neighborhood sixteen houses and miles 
of fences and trees were leveled. In 
Johnston township, ten miles northwest, 
the tornado literally lifted the house of 
J. A. Wooley from its foundation and 
shattered it to fragments, killing Wooley 
and seriously injuring his wife and step- 
son, Bob Allen. Outbuildings and miles 
of fences were blown down. 

Information from Pine Prairie, Ark., 
175 miles north of Texarkana, states that 
the entire town has been swept away and 
many persons injured, two being kiJed. 
The place is off the telegraph line and 
cannot be reached. The news came from 
Ashdown, Ark., the nearest point to the 
stricken place. 

The damage done by the tornado at 
New Boston, Tex., aggregates $65,000, 
and in the surrounding vicinity it is in- 
calculable. Many farm houses have been 
destroyed and families left without a 
home. In the village of New Boston alone 
there were thirty-six store houses and 
residences dislodged or demolished. Not 
a life was lost. 

From Blossom, Tex., which has a pop- 
ulation of 1,200, comes the report that the 
entire town was dismantled. All along the 
lines of the St. Louis Southwestern, the 
Iron Mountain, the Kansas City Southern 
railway and throughout their Texas con- 
nections for a radius of 200 miles in all di- 
rections there are authentic reports of ex- 
tensive damage to the farming interests 
and to the railreads and telegraph.

AUTHOR OF MEASURE TALKS 


Gives As a Beason That This Law 
Will Prevent ch Agitation 
Against rmons. 


Salt Lake, Utah, March 11.—Today, 
three days before the legislature comes to 
a close, the house by a vote of 2% to 17, 
and after an exciting debate, passed the 
Evans senate bill, amending that portion 
of the revised statutes of Utah relating 
to prosecutions for adultery. Having pass- 
ed the senate last week by a vote of 11 to 
7, the document now goes to the governor 


for signature. 

This bill, which was introduced by 
Senator A.*J. Evans, of Juab county, has 
caused more discussion and more feeling 
than any measure introduced at the pres- 
ent session. Its text is as follows: 

“‘Every person who has reason to believe 
that a crime or public offense has been 
committed, may: make complaint against 
such person -before. some magistrate 
having authority to. make inquiry of same, 
provided that no prosecution for adultery 
shall be commenced except on complaint 
of the husband or wife or relative of the 
accused within the first degree of con- 
sanguinity, or of the person with whom 
the unlawful act is alleged to have been 
committed, or of the father or mother of 
said person, and no prosecution for un- 
lawful cohabitation shall be commenced 
except on complaint cf the wife, or al- 
leged plural wife, of the accused; but 
this provision shall not apply to prosecu- 
tions under section 4208 of the revised 
statutes, 1898,~ defining and punishing 
polygamous marriages.”’ 

In answer to a request for the state- 
ment as to the object of the bill, Senator 
Evans, its author, furnishes the Associ- 
ated Press with the following: 

‘My object in presenting the bill was 
twofold. In the first place it was intend- 
ed to keep down public agitation by 
taking away from some certain agitators 
the opportunity to arouse periodic furors 
against the Mormons, directly and in- 
directly against the state of Utah, and 
for that reason its primary purpose was 
for the good of the state. I1 believe that a 
SZeneral art upon our statute books in 
conformity with the laws of Michigan, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Oregon and North Da- 
kota, and even more liberal laws, would 
create much less agitation throughout 
the country than the practice which has 
heretofore peen resorted to of arresting 
every few weeks some Mormon on a 
charge of unlawful cohabitation and hav- 
ing the arrest announced in flaming 
headlines by all the newspapers through- 
out the country which ean be induced to 
take up an anti-Mormon crusade. Every- 
body knows that these arrests have been 
made for political and religious purposes 
and not with any patriotic desire to en- 
fore the law. 

“Within the last ten years much more 
than half of those involved in polyga- 
mous relations have passed away by 
death or those relations have been other- 
wise dissolved. 

*‘Most of those remaining are advanced 
in’ years and no good or honorable pitr- 
pose can ne subserved by prosecuting the 
few remaining polygamists. Every one of 
these prosecutions is a source of regret to 
fully 90 per cent of the people of Utah, 
for the reason that such proceedings cre- 
ate an agitation harmful to the state. It 
may be that am agitation more harmful 
can be inaugnrated by reason of the pas- 
sage of this law, but I do not believe it.”

From an Editorial in The Century. 

Who would have believed that an at- 
tempt would be made, at the end of a 
century, whose last decades have been 
marked by the excellence of American 
architecture and by an improved pvuplic 
taste In art, to impose upon the nation a 
virtually new executive mansion, de- 
signed by a gentleman who has not won 
his spurs as an architect? In a country 
where no one would think of building a 
dwelling house without employing the 
best architectural talent he could afford, 
the authorities seem to have thought that 
the principal dwelling house in the coun- 
try could be redesigned by one who 
brings very little architectural exnerience 
to the work. The statement sounds so 
preposterous that we could hardly believe 
it possible did there not lie before us, as 
we write, the formal protest against the 
action of the Washington authorities on 
the part of twenty-eight art historical 
and architectural societies of the United 
States, ranging in locality from San 
Francisco to Boston. The entire profes- 
sion of architecture in America is official- 
ly represented in the protest, which car- 
ries with it a most sensible recommend- 
ation which it will be difficult for con- 
gress to refuse to act upon. In fact, a 
commission is desirable to formulate a 
scheme for obtaining a plan for the 
grouping of bublic buildings and the 
treatment of parks. 

It is proper that experts should sound 
the note of warning, but the intelligence 
of the entire country will join in this 
most righteous protest. The common 
sense of the American people is sure to 
respond to a request so natural and so 
sensible. There is only one other dwell- 
ing in America concerning which our 
people cherish an equal, or superior, sen- 
timent. Mount Vernon has been relig- 
lously preserved. The best talent in the 
country is not too good to be employed 
upon the white house.

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A.“GERMAN GARDEN” $: 
PARTY. : 
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The wide popularity of that charming 
book of authorship unknown, “Elizabeth 
and Her German Garden,”’ has given rise 
to an exquisite little evening entertain- 
ment—a German garden party. 

Most of Elizabeth’s time in her German 
garden, it will be remembered, was spent 
among flowers. The guests at a German 
garden party are asked to put in their 
leisure moments in the same enjoyable 
way, as the merrymaking is a flower 
party of a very novel sort. 

Some little time, say a day or two, be- 
fore the party the flowers are prepared. 
They are good sized blossoms, about three 
inches in diameter, and are drawn, or 
cut otft and paste@l upon flexible card- 
board. Outlines only are used, and no 
coloring. Good, clear designs with petals, 
stem and other parts well developed, are 
best for the purpose, 

Familiar: flowers only are chosen. The 
list at a successful affair of the kind given 
in New York last week selected these 
blossoms for representation: Rose, daisy, 
buttercup, white lily. sunflower, pansy, 
lilac; dandelion, clover, orchid, carnation, 
anemone, azalea, snowball, violet, magno- 
Ma, tulip, crocus,. poppy, morning glory, 
cockscomb, gentian, water Iily, tiger lily 
and narcissus. 

When all are completed, either by 
drawing or pasting, the flowers are cut 
with sharp scissors into as many pleces 
as there are letters in its name. So far as 
possible it is best to cut with the line of 
the sketch separating petal from petal, 
and calyx from corolla: ‘ 

One letter from the name of the flower 
is then written upon each piece formed 
in cutting the blossom. When all have 
been separated and marked in this way 
the pleces are mixed well and filled into 
a green watering pot or a garden basket. 

When the game is about to begin the 
hostess or one of her aids appears cos- 
tumed in white, and wearing a drooping 
leghorn garden hat with long ribbons. 
She carries in one hand the watering pot 
or basket. With the other she takes out 
handfuls of the flower pieces, strewing 
them here and there over the carpet. 

The guests follow, picking up the frag- 
ments and endeavoring to form them into 
whole flowers. One person may retain not 
more than ten pieces in the hand at one 
time, a rule which prevents any player 
from thoughtlessly amassing too many 
pieces and thus reducing the chances of 
others. As none of the names given ex- 
ceed ten letfers this rule is in no way in- 
convenient. A good hint toward form- 
ing the flowers lies in the lettering, while 
the general —— and character help out 
also. 

Charming little baskets are distributed 
among the flower seekers, one to each 
person, Into these the flower, when com- 
pleted, is dropped. No flower can be 
placed in the basket until it has been 
inspected by the hostess or other umpire 
duly appointed. If any flower gathered in 
this way should prove incorrect the vari- 
ous parts must be again scattered to the 
winds of heaven.

Not Enough Harmony.

I say now that I will not 
vote for any officer who took any active 
part in inducing the council members to 
vote for that ordinance. He is not At to 
be a policeman. That ordinance was 
passed just before a general election, and 
the result of it war to make some of t 
rolicemen believe they had more influence 
with the council than did this board. If 
the thing was to go on, the »nolicemen 
would elect us instead of us electing 
them, 

Matron Is Not Needed. 
“The matron matter was passed by the 
counoll in the same manner. We were 
rot consulted. This department needs 
men mere than it does women. [ff the 
council says that the matron shall look 
after the megro women as well as the 
white, then there will be something for 
her to do, and she will not be like Othello 
without occupation. We tried a matron 
once, and this place was turned into a 
scrt of Salvation Army headquarters. 
This.is not a proper place to carry on re- 
ligious work. I will contribute to a fund 
to start an institution for such work for 
criminals if the good women of our town 
wish it. White female prisoners brought 
here who are at all respectable are not 
kept in the prison, but are turned over to 
charitable institutions. If we need one 
matron, then we need two—»ne for the 
day and ore for the night. But what we 
really need is more men on the force. 
“In conclusion I wish to say that one 
of the first things I shall do will be to 
have the chief take measures to rid the 
city of the vagrant negroes.” 

At the conclusion of Chairman English’s 
remarks, Mayor Mims took the floor and 
said he desired to make a few remarks ¢n 
response to the suggestions of Captain 
English. 

Mayor Indorses the Chairman. 

“7 heartily agree with Captain English,” 
said the mayor. "I believe that all mat- 
ters affecting this board and the police 
department acted upon by,council should 
first go to the police committee and then 
be laid before this board for considera- 
tion.

Charleston, S. C., March 11.—(Special.) 
While on a Sunday hunting trip on 
James island yesterday, Benjamin C.

Webb’s clothing was ignited and his body 
was severely burned. Lewis Jervey, who 
was with him, began calling for assist- 
ance and found that a party of negroes 
passing had also been injured by the same 
bolt. One negro caught the full strength 
of the lightning and his flesh was torn 
and blistered, but he survived. Webb and 
Jervey were unfastening a small boat to 
cross the river when the former was 
killed and the close contact with the 
steel chain is supposed to have attracted 
the lightning. Webb was the son of an 
official connected with the South Carolina 
dispensary at Columbia. 
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Queer Facts About the 
Human Body. 
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Two sides of a face are never alike. The 
eyes are out of line in two cases out of 
five, and one eye is stronger than the 
other in seven persons out of ten.

The coroner summoned a jury 
and after an exhaustive investigation 
charged Arthur Foote with being the 
principal in the crime and his father with 
being an accessory. The elder Foote was 
arrested at Bessemer a week ago last 
Saturday and his son wag apprehended 
in Atlanta on the same date,

not have inflicted the wounds on her 
throat with her own hands. The object 
of the crime, it was charged, was to gain 
possession of some money which Mrs.

WILLIAM (. PRESTON DEAD 


Leading Member of Richmond Bar 
Passes Away. 


—_\ 


WAS PROMINENT IN VIRGINIA 


Illness Lasted Only a Few Days, and 
His Death Was a Shock to 
His State. 


Richmond, Va., March 11.—(Special.\— 
William C. Preston, one of the leading 
members of the Richmond bar, died sud- 
denly last night at his home on Park 
avenue, of double pneumonia, with com- 
plications affecting the heart, and had 
only been sick since Tuesday night. Few 
of his friends knew he was ill. Mr. 
Preston was in is fortleth year. He 
was a son of Rev. Dr. Thomas L. Preston, 
long pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church here, ang ‘grandson of Colonel 
John T. lL. Preston, for many years con- 
nected with the Virginia military insti- 
tute. Colonel Preston's second wife was 
Mrs. Margaret Preston, the poetess of 
the south and of the southern cause. Mr. 
Preston's mother was Miss Lucy Waddell, 
of Waynesboro. He is survived, in ad- 
dition to his wife and mother, by four 
children, one brother, John Preston, of 
Rockbridge, and four sisters, Mrs. Lucy 
White and Misses Daisy, Sallie and Nellie 
Preston, of Lexington. 

Mr. Preston graduated from Washing- 
ton: and Lee, in both the academic and 
law departments, and had enjoyed a fine 
law practice here since his admission to 
the bar in 1884. For seven years he and 
J. Jordon Leake had been partners. He 
was closely associated with the manage- 
ment of the Atlantic Coast Line and the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac, 
and was general counsel for the latter 
road. 

Mr. Preston was dctively identified with 
the establishment and growth of the 
Trigg ship yards, and was secretary and 
treasurer of the company. He was also 
an influential factor in bringing the Union 
Theological seminary to Richmond and in 
raising funds for the institution. He was 
secretary and. treasurer of the board of 
@irectors. He was also a member of the 
board of Washington and Lee univers:ty, 
was ruling elder in the First Presbyterian 
church and a member of the Presbyterian 
committee of publication.

COLVILLE CASE .CONSIDERED. 


British Secretary of War Thinks 
General Was Leniently Treated. 


London, March 11.—In the house of 
commons Charles MacKinnon Douglas, 
liberal, moved for an inquiry regarding 


the retirement of Major General Colville, 


who was sent home from South Africa 
by Lord Roberts for inefficiency in the 
fie!d. 

Mr. Broderick, secretary of war, re- 
plied that the motion compelled him to 
say things he would prefer to leave un- 
said, but that he would tell the house the 
whole truth. After declaring that he had 
nothing to apologize for in the course the 
war office had taken he proceeded to crit- 
icise severely General Colville’s conduct. 

“At Sanna’s post,” said the secretary 
of war, “‘General Colville blundered about 
or maneuvered abouw until his force was 
weary, while the Boers cafried off guns 
unmolested. Lord Roberts thought Col- 
onel Broadwood did right, although Gen- 
eral Colvile took exception to Colonel 
Broadwood’s behavior. General Colville 
left Colonel Broadwood and his shattered 
force severely alone and marched his 
troops in another direction. He showed 
@ lack of enterprise which lost him the 
confidence of Lord Roberts. 

“Lord Roberts, however, postponed his 
decision until he should be fully in- 
formed. Then came the unfortunate 
Lindley surrender, for which General 
Colville was blamable, as he ought to 
have attempted to effect relief. 

“I consulted Lord Roberts regarding 
the Gibraltar command, and I had no al- 
ternative after the advice from Lord Rob- 
erts and Sir Evelyn Wood. I gave Gen- 
eral Colville an opportunity to resign, 
fut he insisted upon being removed. 

“T consider General Colville has been 
treated more leniently than.if he had 
been courtmartialed. Every possible 

ressure had been brought to bear in his 
avor: but, so long as I had off, I shall 
not give way to such clamor.” ,

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“AGAINST CHINA 


Manchurian Convention Must 
Be Signed at Once, 


ELSE RUSSIA WILL DO BATTLE 


Dispatch from Shanghai Says Li 
Hung Chang Has Appealed to 
. the United States and Other 
Foreign Powers To 
Interfere. 


London, March 11.—The Times, in its 
second edition today, published a dis- 
patch from Shanghai, March ll, saying: 

“Tt is reported upon trustworthy au- 
thority that Russia has notified China 
that unless tha Manchurian convention 
is signed at an early named date, she 
(Russia) will withdraw the convention 
and substitute harder terms in ‘ts place. 
Li Hung Chang declares he is powerless 
to resist snd has appealed to the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany and Ja- 
pan to intervene in China’s behalf.’’ 

Question of Quarters. 

Pekin, March 11.—Companies “A? and 
“B” of the Ninth United States infantry 
have been notified that they are to Fre- 
main in China. It is believed that Major 
Robertson will command them. 

Many Americans here urge the lega- 
tion to use its influence to have at least 
two field guns and enough artillerymen 
to work them left. They say that during 
the siege these guns would have been 
more valuable than two hundred armed 
men, and that necessity for their use is 
liable to occur again. The question of 
quarters for the American troops remain- 
ing in Pekin is still the subject of dis- 
cussion. Army men favor the chief 
Temple of Agriculture as being. healthier 
and sufficiently near the legation for 
troops to be sent there in a hurry as an 
additional daiJy guard should circum- 
stances arise rendering it necessary. 
They think the court's objection are 
magnified. It is not likely the British 
will relinquish the Temple of Heaven, 
and they will certainly long require the 
permanent building being erected there. 
A company of infantry could egqsily be 
housed in the Temple of Agriculture and 
the two temples now used for the quar- 
termaster’s stores. The only other avail- 
able place ready is a place belonging to 
one of the princes, far from the legation, 


in the middle of the Tartar city. This is 
private property. 


DOESN’T LIKE A GRAND JURY. 


Indiana Man Talks of the Recent 
Lynching in That 
State. 


Dean McLaughlin, of Terre Haute, Ind., 
is in the city, the guest of his old friend, 
Mr. John Lynch, at his Inman Park 
home. Mr. McLaughlin's nationality is 
made as plain by his face as by his name, 
but for years he has been a Hoosier. He 
is now on his way to Florida, ostensibly 
for his health, but in reality to be absent 
from Indiana when a grand jury meets. 
That gran jury will resume the I{nvesti- 
gation of the mcbh’s work which took the 
life of a negro by rope, hammer and fire 
recently. 

“I don’t know anything about that 
lynching,”’ said Mr. McLaughlin yester- 
day, “still the grand jury wants me. Why 
should I know anything about it? But 
from what I have been told I think the 
mob made a great mistake. The mistake 
Was made in using the hammer. That 
hammer on the head killed the negro and 
he never knew how hot that fire was. 
Had there been no hammer that brute 
might have suffered some. He should 
have suffered a big heap of pain. Anyhow, 
the mob has been a great school for In- 
diana negroes. It has taught them a 
thing er two the negro outside of the 
south doesn’t know. Law and £ 0order 
leagues in my state will not be so many 
hereafter.”’

EDWARD A. CONRAD IS DEAD. 


Diver Who Went Down To Examine 
the Maine. Expires. 

New_Orleans, March 11.—(Special.)—Ed- 
ward Andrew Conrad, one of the beste 
known divers in the country, died here 
this morning after a brief illness as a re- 
sult of a recent inspection of the wreck 
of the battleship Maine in Havana har- 
bor. When the United States govern- 
ment advertised for bids for the removal 
of the wreck of:the Maine from the har- 
bor Conrad was employed by one of the 
bidders, Messrs Schwartz, of this city, to 


to report as to its condition. Conrad 
had been sick, but he undertook the 
work and went to Havana. His exami- 
nation was most complete, and resulted 
in the discovery of the cable extending 


from the shore which fired the sub- 
marine explosive that destroyed the ves- 
sel. Conrad’s exposure to the potsonous 
waters of Havana has brought on a re- 
action. He returned from Cuba in a 
critical condition, and has been ill since 
with no hope of recovery. -Conrad was 
thirty-nine years of age, and a native of 
Boston. He entered the United States 
navy and became the most expert diver 
in the service. He left the service six- 
ten years ago and has since followed the 
work of a diver and wrecker. He recov- 
ered a large number of vessels, among 
others the Spanish ship Francisco de Na- 
varro, the Natchez, Oliver Beirne and 
others,

Knoxville, Tenn., March 11.—(Special.)— 
The new Knox county road commission 
was today temporarily enjoined from ex- 
ercising the powers conferred by the new 
road law.

AGAINST LAWLESS 


Chairmanship - of Democratic 
Parly the Prize 


VIRGINIANS ARE AROUSED 


Two. Leading Aspirants Are Push- 
ing Aggressive but Quiet 
Campaign, and Both Ap- 
pear To Be Quite 
Sanguine. 


Richmond, Va., March 11.—(Special.)— 
Among the many political contests now 
in progress in Virginia that for the chair- 
manship of the state democratic com- 
mittee between the faithful incumbent, 
Hon. J. Taylor Ellyson, and the popular 
young secretary of the commonwealth, 
Hon. Joseph T. Lawless, is by no means 
the least interesting. Indeed, {it appears 
that almost as much anxiety is felt by 
the friends of the two distinguished as- 
pirants as to the final result as is being 
manifested over the outcome of some 


of the struggles for offices of emolumens 
to be decided by the next state conven- 


tion. 

One thing may be said, however, which 
reflects great credit on all parties con- 
cerned: and that is that while there are 
evidences of activity on both sides, yet— 
certainly up to this point—the fight has 
been conducted on a very lofty plane, 
and no word which would detract in the 


or splendid ability of either of the distin- 
guished leaders has been heard from any 
source whatsoever. The state conven- 
tion, which will probably meet in July 
or August, to nominate candidates far 
governor, lieutenant governor and attor- 
ney general, will, when all these honors 
have been given out, choose a chairman, 
who will hold office until the next con- 
vention shall meet. . 

The position is one that is crowded 
with responsibilities and intricate duties: 
and while there is no salary attached to 
it, it is looked upon as a stepping stone 
to something higher and better in the way 
of political honor’, and it has not been 
unfrequently the case that some of the 
choicest plums have fallen into the lap 
of a state chairman when the tree was 
being shaken. 

Mr. Ellyson has been the very faithful 
chairman of the Virginia state commit- 
tee for about ten years, and has several 
times had the honor thrust upon him 
against his wishes. While he has made 
no formal declaration of his candidacy 
for re-election, yet his friends know that 
if the party desires him to remain at 
the helm, he will do so, with that same 
degree of cheerfulness with which he 
has responded to every call made upon 
him since he became an active worker 
in. the cause ef democracy many years 
ago. | 
Can Boast of a Fine Record. 

There are but few men in Virginia, if 
indeed there are any, whose records for 
long and faithful party service, cheerful- 
ly rendered, will measure up to that of 
the present efficient chairman, and it 
is no disparagement to any to say that 
there are none who are better known, 
both to the leaders and the rank and 
file of the party, than ‘Mr. Ellyson. 

Long before he became an active leader 
in state politics, he distinguished himself 
by his valuable contributions to party 
“success in this, his native city, and his 
pecple sent him to the council, over 
whose lower branch he presided with 
much ability for several terms. He was 
nominated and elected to the state sen- 
ate from Richmond and Henrico, and 
before his term had expired he was elect- 
ed mayor of Richmond. He served sev- 
eral terms in this high station, and then 
declined to stand for re-election. In 
1890, Mr. Ellyson was chosen to the chair- 
manship of the state committee to suc- 
ceed the Hon. Basil B. Gordon, of Rap- 
pahannock, who retired on account of ill 
health, and has since been re-elected by 
each succeeding convention. 

When he assumed the helm, the party 
throughout the state was in a sad plight. 
In the preceding presidential contest Mr. 
Cleveland had. barely secured the electoral 
vote, and a divided delegation was _ fre- 
turned to congress, while there was a 
very large minority representation in the 
Virginia legislature. The very next gen- 
eral assembly—chosen in the fall of 1891— 
contained only two or three republicans 
and independents, and in 1892 the old 
commonwealth returned a solid demo- 
cratic deiegation to congress, and gave 
Mr. Cleveland a majority of about 50,000. 
The triumphant election of Governor 
O’Ferrall and an almost solidly demo- 
cratic legislature followed in 1893, and in 
each succeeding contest, under Mr. Elly- 
son's splendid management, the party 
has marched “from victory unto victory,” 
electing democratic governors, congress- 
men and legisiators by ever-increasing 
maforities. 

Trains in the Younger Class. 


Hon. Joseph T. Lawless, whose friends 
throughout the state are pressing his 
claims for the chairmanship, belongs to 
the younger element of the party, but 
he is very popular, and is recognized as a 
campaign manager of no mean ability. 
Mr. Lawless was warmly urged by his 
friends to stand for the position before 
the Norfolk convention last year, but he 
finally declined, and announced that he 
would be a candidate before the coming 
convention. 

Mr. Lawless, although active in the local 
politics in Portsmouth and Norfolk coun- 
ty for a long time, made his first winning 
stroke as an organizer when, as Governor 
O’Ferrall’s campaign manager for the sec- 
ond district, in 1896, he brought up a solid 
delegation from Tidewater for the valley 
candidate. He was then a member of the 
state senate, and, having that laudable 
ambition which fires the hearts of so 
many young Virginians to hold high office, 
he announced his candidacy for secretary 
of the commonwealth and defeated Hon. 
Henry W. Flournoy, 4n old war horse, by 
a handsome majority in the caucus. He 
has been re-elected by each succeeding 
legislature without opposition. 

Mr. Lawless is a man of fine address, 
is a most agreeable companion, and has 
strong friends all over the state, who 
are working hard for his success. He 
is a lawyer of recognized ‘ability, and is 
a close student of governmental affairs. 
There are few men in the state who keep 
in closer touch with what is going on in 
politics than Mr. Lawless, and he is often 
called upon to help his friends when they 
get in “deep water,” and he never fails 
to respond cheerfully and substantially.

The student of political. history can 
scarcely find a field of greater interest 
than the methods adopted by the states 
of the h in dealing with the enormous 
class of {Illiterate negro voters, which, in 
numerous instances, has threatened the 
supremacy of the white man in a white 
man’s country. 

It is a story of unique interest. Its like 
has never before been told. The white 
man of the past had to deal with what 
he termed inferfor, races, who might 
clamor for control of the government, but 
he has never until, during this genera- 
tion and in the southern states of Ameri- 
ca, had to stand on the same groupd with 
his inferior and battle with him for the 
kingly privilege of ruling. The Helots of 
Greece never had the mighty weapon of 
free suffrage; the peoples brought under 
the imperial dominion of Rome were held 
in subjection by the stern power that de- 


‘prived them of their freedom; in the long 


and finally victorious struggle of the An- 
glo-Saxon against his Norman conqueror 
it Was a contest between an alien invader 
and the irightful lord: of the soil—the 
right on the side of the conquered race, 
‘inferior’ people, as the proud Norman 
termed them. 

The white man of the south has had to 
battle with the negro restrained by a law 
that made them absolutely equal. By con- 
stitutional amendment color, education, 
character, were made to count for naught. 
By a stroke of the pen the Illiterate slave 
was put upon an exact level with his 
proud master. Every right once held by 
the white man alone, and regarded as pe- 
cullarly a mark of his superiority, Was ac- 
corded to the black man. 

It cannot be said that the struggle with 
the black man has always been carried 
on with a due regard for law on the part 
of the white. Goaded on by the fear that 
their former slaves would become their 
political masters, the southern whites 
have resorted to bloodshed to maintain 
their ascendency. And always with the 
result desired. Bribery has been used by 
those who preferred blandishment to 
force, and false counting has a‘so been 
thought preferable to applying violence as 
a preventive to negro supremacy. 

But these methods were never § satis- 
factory to the white men of the south. 
And so it was that when Mississippi 
adopted a constitution containing a 
daring clause prescribing qualifications 
for suffrage the people of other southern 
states were deeply interested. Mis- 
sissippi’s lead was quickly followed. 

THB LEAD OF MISSISSIPPI. 

In November, 1890, Mississippi adopted 
her present constitution. It confers the 
right of suffrage upon all sane male in- 
habitants of the state, 21 years of age, 
who have resided in the state two years, 
and one year in the district, city or tozvn 
where he offers to vote; who has never 
been convicted of certain specified of- 
fenses, and who on or before the first 
day of February in the year in which he 
offers to vote has paid all taxes legally 
required of him, and which he had oppor- 
tunity to pay for the two preceding years, 
and who shall have been duly registered. 
The constitution imposes a uniform poll 
tax by the state of two dollars, and au- 
thorizes the jcounties to impose an adidi- 
tional capitation tax of not more than 
one dollar. Then is added this section: 

“On and after the first day of January, 
A, D. 1892, every elector shall, in addition 
to the foregoing qualifications, be able to 
read any section of the constitution of 
this state, or he shall be able to under- 
stand the same when read to him, or give 
@ reasonable interpretation thereof.” 

The Louisiana constitution goes a step 
further than Mississippi’s. It denies the 
right to vote to all citizens of the state 
unable to read and write, except, first, 
the owners of $300 taxable property upon 
which taxes have been paid, and, second. 
men entitled to vote on the Ist day of 
January, 1867, under the constitution or 
statutes of any state of the United States 
and any son or grandson of any such 
person 21 years of age at the’ adoption 
of the constitution. 

The object of the provision in the Mis- 
sissippi constitution was clearly to elimi- 
nate from the electorate a large class of 
illiterate negroes. But the terms of the 
provision also operated to disfranchise 
@& great many whites. This was perhaps 
the saving feature. The United States 
supreme court, in Williams vs. Mississippi 
(170 United States Supreme Court Reports, 
213), held that the expedients adopted for 
the disfranchisement of the negroes were 
‘‘permissible.’’ 

IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

The constitutional provision recently 
adopted in North Carolina, and which 
goes into effect in July, 192, is very 
similar to that adopted by Louisiana. 
It makes ability to read and write a 
section of the constitution as a qualifica- 
tion, but there is a proviso that this pro- 
vision shall not apply to a person entitled 
to vote in any state prior to January 1, 
1867, or to the lineal descendant of such 
person who registers before January l, 
1908. 

In Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee the 
poll tax must be paid several months 
prior to the election, in order to entitle 
the citizen to vote; no one is allowed to 
pay for him, nor is there any official 
whose duty it is to collect the tax. The 
people of these states unite in saying 
that this system works perfectly in 
excluding the negroes from the electorate 
and the worst class of whites. 

But the democratic party of Virginia, 
in convention at Norfolk last May 
declared positively against any amend- 
ment to the constitution which would 
work to disfranchise any white man. It 
is not clear how a provision in the Con- 
stitution making the payment of enapi- 
tation tax a prerequisite to voting, unless 
the ‘‘grandfather’’ clause, making an ex- 
ception of persons entitled to vote at 
the close of the war be incorporated. 
There is a surprisingly large number of 
people who desire to see this capitation 
tax feature put into the new constitu- 
tion. Many believe the constitutional con- 


‘yention need do no more in dealing 


with the suffrage question then simply 
require that in order to vote the citizen 
must have paid his capitation tax six 
or twelve months prior to the election.

call next morning was large and varie- 
gated, showing how potent ts the absence 
of the canteen to induce ‘habits of so- 
briety’ among the nation’s young defend- 
ers. In one saloon there was a riot, in 
which the groggery. was badly smashed, 
a@ recruit seriously beaten, requiring the 
swearing in of ten deputy marshals, who 
patrolled the town all night to insure the 
safety of the citizens.’’ :

English Trade in Manger. 
The evident, danger in which Eng- 
land’s trade is placed should teach a 


lesson of prudence to other nations, | 


Which, because of present prosperity, 
rush blindly into speculation. 

The returns of the London board of 
trade for February show that for the 
first two months of the year there was 
an advance balance of $240,000,000 
against England. The report goes on 
to show that— 

In comparison with last year, the ex- 
ports for February decreased £2,000,000, 
while the imports increased £3,500,000. At 
this rate one needs no political or eco- 
nomic prophet to discover that Engiand is 
practically Mving on her capital. 

The foreign manufactures imported dur- 
ing the two months were £2,000,000 above 
those of last year. On the other hand, 
the expofts of-metals and articles made 
therefrom declined £12,000,000, while ex- 
cessive exforts of coal a year ago, during 
the prevalence of the coal famine and 
panic, are tesponsible for a falling off by 
£500,000, 

These facts, coming to light on the eve 
of the publication of what promises to 
be the most sensational budget of half a 
century, have stimulated the demand for 
a protective tariff against foreign manu- 
factures, 

The trade of the world is not marked 
off by political lines, but is crossed and 
recrossed at all points. The failure of 
one country means that like causes 
will soon reach to the others. Thus 
the United States was in the wild stage 
of booming progress when the Baring 
failure came. Only the failure of an 
English house! That was true, but 
how intimately the trade of the worid 
is connected was shown by the years 
of desolation which followed. 

A season is never so prosperous as to 
dispense with .prudence. A nation is 
never so rich that she can indulge in 
extravagance. It is much more sensi- 
ble to Operate on thousands than on 
millions of dollars—the human mind 
can comprehend it better. England’s 
danger is not local—it should be our 
warning. ’

The Taxing of Franchises. 

The taxing of franchises is a princi- 
ple growing so rapidly that it cannot 
be checked. The Portland Oregonian 
declares that what has been done 
already furniskes sufficient ground 
upon which others should act, since it 
is the way to meet increasing needs of 
government without harassing busi- 
ness and overburdening real estate. 

The progress of one year is thus told: 
In 1899 a persistent attempt of certain 
tax reformers to compel the taxation 
of franchises in Missouri under the 
general liability of all property\to tax- 
ation resulted in an increase by the 
state board of equalization of the as- 
sessment of public service corporations 


in St. Louis from $7,394,504—the fig- 


ures for '1898—to $17,688,859. 

Under the Ford law, which specifical- 
ly makes the franchises of public ser- 
vice corporations using “streets, high- 
Ways or public places” sibject to tax- 
ation as “real property,” the assess- 
ments—made by the state assessors— 
of Buch corporations in New York last 
year was raised from $96,061,902, the 
amount of the last previous assess- 
ment, to $266.163,059, a gain of $170,- 
101,157. In Greater New York, where

crease was from $76,221,025 to $219,- 
679,361.

“If Mrs. Nation and her followers pro- 
pose to break up the ‘blind tiger’ busi- 
ness in Kansas,’’ said an Atlantzg man 
yesterday, “they have undertaken an ex- 
geedingly large contract, Whether they 
win or not depends on the strength of 
the public sentiment in favor of prohibi- 


\tion. If the people of Kansas are about 


eVenly divided on the prohibition question 
the ‘blind tigers’ will continue to do busi- 
fness. Prohibition laws «cannot be en- 
forced where there is a strong minority 
in opposition. It is only when the people 
of a town, county or state are overwhelm- 
ingly against traffic in intoxicants that 
the ‘blind tigers’ have a hard time. 

“A case in point is Atlanta’s experience 
as a prohibition city. The prohibitionists 
and the antis were about equally divided 
here and the result was that, although 
the former carried the election, the sale 
of whisky was never stopped in Atlanta. 
There was never a time during the pro- 
hibition era here that whisky could not 
be bought. Of course it was not sold 
openly and the purchaser couldn't get 
seltzer or ginger ale on the side, but he 
got the whisky just as he did in the days 
when the barrooms were in full blast. 

“And this traffic continued in spite of 
the fact that the city was full of prohi- 
bition spies. They swarmed about every 
place where they thought whisky was 
heing sold, but they discovered mighty 
few ‘blind tigers.’ I saw half a dozen 
prominent Georgians walk into a place 
one night when it was full of prohibition 
spies, procure a bottle of whisky, sit 
down to a table and drink it up without 
the spies being able to prove that the law 
had been violated. It amuses me every 
time I think of that incident. 

“The leader of the party was a well 
known Atlanta man and he was accom- 
panied by severa] out-of-town friends. 
He walked into the place in question 
about 9 o'clock one night and said in a 
voice that carried all over the room: 

“‘T want a bottle of the best whisky 
you have.’ 

“The spies pricked up their ears. They 
had long suspected the proprietor and 
they thought their time had come. 

“The proprietor answered, with a wink: 
‘You know I don’t sell whisky, captain, 
but if you and your friends will sit down 
at that table I'l] send a bottle of fine do- 
mestic wine.’ 

“That wink was sufficient for the cap- 
tain and he led his friends to the table 
indicated. Pretty soon the waiter came 
with a quart bottle and the glasses. But 
the bottle was a stone affair and the 
glasses were all colored. There was noth- 
ing translucent gbout them, It was im- 
possible for the spies to tell what sort of 
Iiquid the bottle contained, for they 
couldn’t see through stone, nor could 
they see through colored glasses. 

“Well, that bottle contained a quart of 
as good rye whisky as was ever sold in 
Atlanta and these gentlemen sat there 
and drank it dry, although they were 
surrounded by spies who were eager to 
get evidence against the proprietor of the 
place. 

“Hundreds of similar incidents oc- 
curred during the prohibition era in At- 
lanta and they all illustrate what I said 
in the beginning that unless the people 
of a place are almost a unit against the 
sale of liquor the traffic will go on in 
spite of the law.” 

“Yes, that’s true,”’ said a gentleman 
who had been an interested listener... ‘I 
am a prohibitionist myself, but I long 
ago learned that where the people are 
about evenly divided on the question you 
can’t enforce the law. Twelve or fifteen 
years ago I was a citizen of Barnesville 
when the town went ‘dry.’ The majority 
for prohibition was small and the result 
was the law was never enforced. The 
barrooms were closed, but the sale of 
whisky went on. 

“Two days after the town went dry one 
man there, who was in the grocery busi- 


} ness, received a dozen barrels of whisky 


inclosed in sugar hogsheads. The whisky 
was hauled to his store under the eyes 
of the prohibitionists and placed in the 
rear part of the building. At night the 


| contents of one barre) was drawn off into 


oil cans of various sizes and the ‘blind 
tiger’ was ready to operate. In a week 
that merchant had a monopoly of the 
ofl trade of Barnesville and the consump- 
tion of the product increased amazingly. 
Every day scores of those innocent look- 
ing oil cans passed out of that store full 
of whisky and the prohibitionists couldn’t 
help themselves. They suspected some- 
thing was wrong, but they couldn’t get 
evidence. 

“I remember once a circus came to 
Barnesville and the night before this 
merchant had over a hundred gallons of 
whisky drawn off into oil cans, ranging 
in size from quarts to gallons. Thousands 
of people came to Barnesville to attend 
the circus and incidentally to get ‘oij.’ 
They got the latter, for by noon every 
one of those cans had been disposed of 
and the merchant had taken in hundreds 
of dollars. ‘ 

“This man went out of business finally 
and then another merchant, who was in 
the grocery trade in a small way, began 
to operate a ‘blind tiger.’ He was very 
cautious about it, and, although he gold 
whisky for years, he was never detected. 
He died a few years ago and left a neat 
sum of money, all made out of illicit sale 
of whisky. ; 

“It was this constant violation of the 
law that led to the establishment of the 
dispensary at Barnesville. The prohibi- 
Rionists knew that whisky was being 
sold constantly, and to break up the illicit 
traffic, they were willing to consent to 
the establishment of a dispensary. But 
the law under which the dispensary was 
operated was violated so flagrantly that 
the ‘tank’ became worse than a barroom 
and in consequence the prohibitionists 
went to the courts and had it closed. 

“As I have said, I am a prohibitionist, 
but I have about reached the conclusion 
that high license is the best way to 
handle the whisky question. Put the 
license ‘way up yonder, grant permits 
only to men with some character, throw 
stringent provisions» about the sale and 
when the law is violated make the of- 
fender sweat. That, in my opinion, is the 
best way to ‘handle the whisky question 
unless an overwhelming majority of the 
people favor absolute prohibition.” 


“The whisky dealers themselves,”’ said 
a third gentleman, “are largely respon- 
sible for the prejudice that exists against 
them, and it is all because they do not 
obey the law. If every man engaged in 
the sale of whisky would rigidly obey the 
law I think we would hear far less of 
prohibition. The law says whisky shall 
not be sold to minors, to drunken per- 
sons or on Sunday, but many of the 
whisky men violate theSe pro ne. 
Every time a minor gets drunk or whisky 
is sold to a man already intoxicated the 
bitterness against the traffic is increased. 
If every whisky dealer would set himself 
against anything that savored of break- 
ing the law you would hardly ever see a 
drunken Man and in qa few years the pro- 
hibition agitation wou]ld sensibly decrease. 
Every time a man gets drunk he makes 
recruits for prohibition. If the dealers 
would see to it that no man got drunk— 
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white ribbon army woul@ begin to 3 
away.” :

IN EATING; — 


HAVE YOU INDIGESTION? 


By James J. Walsh, M. D., Ph. D. 


Don't eat when not hungry. Hunger is 
nature’s call for more nourishment.. Its 
absence means that the body needs noth- 
ing. Don’t eat oftener than once in 
five hours. At least three hours are 
needed for the. digestion of a meal, and 
the stomach should have a’ couple of hour, 
of rest. 

Don't eat just after severe exercise, 
especially if ft its unusual. The blood 
is mainly out in the muscles and skin 
during muscular exercise, Before it can 
return to the stomach.in proper amount 
to control digestion, fermentative pro- 
cesses may be set up and consequent 
gastritis. . 

Don’t eat when cold. The bloed is then. 
mainly gathered in the large internal or- 
gans. The circulation is sluggish. Be- 
forte the equilfbrium of circulation can 
be restored digestive disturbances will be 
caused by the presence of food that if 
not being digested properly. 

Don't eat a large meal when tired and 
hungry. Digestion is a chemical pro- 
cess that requires the expenditure of con- 
siderable energy. When the system is 
exhausted it cannot supply this energy. 
Eat moderately first, then some hours 
later a hearty meal. 

Don’t drink cold liquids immediately 
before eating. They drive the blood from 
the stomach walls and so prevent the 
normal secretion of gastric juice. If this 
is not mixed with the food as it enters 
the stomach digestion proceeds slowly 
and imperfectly. Don’t drink any con- 
siderable amount of liquid (half a pint or 
more) tmmediatety before eating. It 
hampers digestion by diluting the gastric 
secretions. 

Don’t eat fast. Time is money. Every 
minute saved at your meals is a dcl 
in the pocket of your physician later on 
in life. 

Don’t swallow food before it ie proper- 
ly chewed. Man’s chewing was meant to 
be done in his mouth. If we had a gis- 
zard instead of a stomach’ we might 
swallow pebbles with our meals and 
have the stomach do the work of crush- 
ing the food, as the chicken does. 

Don’t fail to chew vegetables well. The 
meat eating animals bolt their food al- 
most unchewed, but the cow chews and 
chews and returns to chew once more. 
The saliva is important for starch di- 
gestion, and the main nutritive material 
in vegetables is starch. 

Don’t eat “lumpy” foodstuffs, as the 
sweet potato, the banana, the beet and 
the like without breaking them up we]l 
in the mouth and mixing them thoroughly 
with saliva. 

Don't swallow pudding with cream 
sauce hastily, just because it slips down 
without difficulty. The stomach has to 
break up these masses, and this fs extra 
work for it. Don’t eat fried foods. The 
fat penetrates every pore of the material 
and keeps the gastric juice from pro- 
ceeding with digestion until it has first 
accomplished the slow task of removing 
all the fat. 

Don’t eat fat soaked: food. Toast may 
be spread with butter and then heated in 
the oven until it ig as fat soaked as cab- 
bage ,boiled with bacon. The toast is 
thus beads quite as indigestible as the 
cabbage. 

Don’t drink milk fast. If taken {n small 
swallows and somewhat mixed with sa- 
liva, which is alkaline, there is not so 
much danger of the milk curdling in 
thick coagula as soon ag it reaches the 
stomach, which ts always acid. 

Don’t eat beef too exclusively. This js 
a very common dietetic error. Mutton 
and fowl are less prone to favor con- 
stipation. 

Don’t eat dark meat too exclusively. 
Some people confine themselves to rare 
beef and the dark parts of fowl. The 
dark meat contains a larger amount 
than other kinds of the irritating stim- 
ulant extractive substances of the meat. 
These are especially unsuitable for nerv- 
ous individuals and those of a gouty 
tendency. 

Don’t eat condiments, pepper, mustard 
and the like tn any quantities. They 
produce a false sense of appetite that 
easily deceives as to the amount that 
should be eaten. 

Don’t eat condiments at all if you are 
young. They are really good only to 
Stimulate the flagging digestive energy 
and failing appetite of older people. For 
that and not for genera] use they are put 
on the table. 

Don’t let children take stimulants at 
their meals. This includes not only alco- 
holic stimulants, but coffee. tea, condl- 
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ments, etc. Until children are twelyg 
years old at least they are much bet- 
ter on milk and water and not too rich 
cocoa, with thin broths and gruels. 

Don’t drink too, much liquid during 
meals—never more 
usually less: The dilution of the gastric 
juices impairs its efficacy and the stom- 
ach ig not able to accomplish its digestive 
churning movements when filled with a 
large amount of fluid. 

Don't drink too much just after eating. 
Some people faithfully deny themselves 
liquid during a meal, and take a quan- 
tity of it just after. Don’t drink too little 
during and just after a meal. About halt 
a pint of water or some other simple 
liquid should be taken, most of it near 
the end of the meal. 

Don’t drink spirituous liquors to excess 
at meals. Alcohol prevents the gastric 
ferments from acting and so delays di- 
gestion. Don’t drink a large cup of strong 
coffee after a hearty meal. Coffee also 
paralyzes the stomach ferments. On the 
ther hand, in people not inclined to ner 
vousness, a small amount of coffee or 
alcohol stimulates the action and secre- 
tion of digestive ferments, 

Don't drink too little water between 
meals. This is a. very common fault 
among city folk. At least four to five 
pints of liquid, tea, coffee, water and 
milk, should be taken during the day. 
Most of this should be taken several hours 
before and after meals, some on rising 
and going to bed. 

Don’t take other people’s. advice as to 
what you may or may not eat. Stom- 
achs are at least as individual as their 
owners. No one, not even your doctor, 
ean dictate an iron-clad list to you. Me 
can help you to find out what your diet 
should be. 

Don’t take any one’s advice as to the 
amount you should eat. - Appetite de- 
pends on your size and build, but there 
is a large indiviiual element in it that 
varies most arbitrarily. Metabolism and 
heat regulation differ even in individuals 
of the same size. and on these depend the 
amount of nutrition needed. ’ 

Don’t fast to cure indigestion. Ags the 
body gets weaker its functions @lso weak- 
en, and digestion will not improve. | 

Don't take stomach bitters except by 
competent advice. Much more harm than 
g00d is done by them. They help digestion 
for the time, but weaken function. Don’t 
think that all indigestions are of the 
same kind. They are as individual as the 
stomachs of the sufferers. What does 
esme one else’s indigestion good may 
hurt you. 

Don’t take violent exercise tmmediate- 
ly after eating, even if only a smell meal. 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes says that the 
muscles are huge sponges, which can 
soak up most of the olood in the body. 
When used they take blood from the 
stomach and delay digestion. 

Don’t take even gentle exercise after a 
heavy meal. The movements of the ab- 
dominal muscles in walking interfere 
with the churning movements of the 
stomach. This churning, peristalsis, as it 
is called scientifically, is not necessary for 
the proper mixture of the food and the 
digestive juices. Don't walk upstairs af- 
ter a hearty meal. This is just the worst 
form of exercise. The belching of gas 
that follows so often is the best proof of 
this. 

Don’t do serious mental work just after 
a meal. It has been shown experimen- 
tally that blood is drawn to the head 
during intellectual labor. This diverts 
‘Dlood from the digestive organs where 
it-ig needed for digestion. : 

Don’t sit down to eat a hearty meal 
with thé mind persistently occupied by 
some important matter. So much blood 
is in the brain that the digestive func- 
tion will surely be hampered. Don’t take 
the time just after a meal to worry and 
fret. It ruins digestion. 

Don’t indulge in deep emotions just af- 
ter a hearty meal. Note the effect of a 
blush in diverting a large amount of blood 
almost instantaneously from the general 
circulation into the vessels of the skin. 
Emotions that redden or blanch the face 
produce a similar effect on the brain. 
This disturbs the body’s circulation, and 
especially the sensitive circulation of the 
digestive organs. 

Don’t experiment with your stomach. 

Don’t fail to heed its warnings. 


Don't wait till it is hopelessly or at 
least seriously impaired before you cor- 
rhe conditions that are evidently harm- 
u 


Don't expect it to do the work of your 
teeth, nor of yeur cook, nor of your knife 
and work. Heed its complaints in time 
and be happy. ;

Sergeant Moss early in the day sent a | 


message to the police barracks that he 
had been informed that the negro might

THE SCHOOL MAY BE ENRICHED 


About Twenty Capitalists Interested 
in Negroes’ Education Will Visit 
Booker Washington’s, School. 


It is probable that Booker Washington's 

normal and industrial school at Tuske- 
gee, Ala., will be considerably enriched 
as the result of a visit to be made the 
school during the fore part of next month 
by a party of wealthy capitalists and phil- 
anthropists, interested in negro education 
in the south. 
The party will be headed .by W. H. 
Baldwin, Ir.wbresident of the Long Island 
railroad, and Warmerly third vice president 
of the Southin, and Robert C. Ogden, 
head of the firm of Wanamaker & Co. 

Mr. Baldwin has for a long time been 
deeply interested in the question of Indus- 
tria! education for the negroes in the 
south. He has devoted a great deal of 
time and attention to the subject. He has 
been a steadfast friend of the school at 
Tuskegee over which Booker Washington 
exercises control, and has secured for the 
institution much money. 

Robert C. Ogden is also interested in 
industrial education. Mr. Baldwin and 
Mr. Ogden have gathered a party of prom- 
inent men interested in similar questiOns 
and will bring them down to Tuskegee, 
so that they may see what ts being done. 

The party will rendezvous at Richmond 
on April 17th and leave In a special train 
of Pulimans and a dining car for Tus- 
kegee. They will arrives in Atlanta on the 
2ist, -over the. Southern, and leave at 
once for their destination. It Is thought 
likely that two or three days will be spent 
at Tuskegee. There will be about twenty 
in the party.

New Plans for Disposing of Garbage 
Under Consideration 
BEFORE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Sub-Committee Named To Confer 
' with Board of Health. 


THE OFFER FROM VEWABLE BROS. 


Would Buy City’s Wagons and Stock 
and Do the Entire Work 
for $85,000. 


There wiil be a conference between the 
beard of health and a committee from 
the finance committee of council looking 
to a change in the methods of disposing 
of the city’s garbage by which. the city 
will save something like $20,000 annually. 

The maitér came up before the finance 
committee in executive session at noon 
yesterday, and was presented to the com- 
mittee by Alderman LaHatte. 

A proposition was made to the board of 
health some time ago by Venable Bros., 
who offered to take the contract ‘of dis- 
posing of the city’s garbage at $985,000 a 
year, provided they were given the con- 
tract for a period of tive years, and they 
also agree to purchase all the city’s 
garbage wagons. stock and other appa- 
ratus belonging to this department. 

The foregoing proposition would mean 
a saving of about $20,000 annually to the 
city, as the cost for the last two or three 
years has aggregated about $105,000 an- 
nually. Under the present arrangement 
the city uses its own wagons and stock, 
and pays an annual rental for the use of 
the Lester crematory where the garbage 
is disposed of. 

The proposed plan, it is understood, 
would eliminate the cerematory so far as 
the city is concerned, the entire work be- 
ing done for $85,000 as stated. The fate 
of the crematory would, no doubt, have 
to be determined by the present owners of 
the plant and the contractors under the 
new scheme, should such a contract be 
awarded. 

The finance committee considered the 
matter at some length in executive gses- 
sion, and finally decided to appoint a 
cCimmittee of three to confer with the 
board of health with regard to the propo- 
sition. The committee appointed was 
Councilman Rawson. Chairman, Alder- 
man LaHatte and Councilman Reed. The 
time for the conference will be arranged 
later. 

This committee and the board of health, 
it is understood, will not anly consider 
the proposition from Venable Bros., but 
will go into all the detafis of the subject 
with a view to determining whether a bid 


ever. lower than that can be secured. It- 


may even be decided to advertise for bids 
for the disposition of the garbage on a 
basis similar to that proposed by Venable 
Bros. The finance committee is of the 
opinion that a contract can be made 
whereby the city can save at least $20,000 
and perhaps more, and its members are 
decidedly in favor of making some such 
arrangement. 

In many of the large cities of the coun- 
try there is a good profit in the sale of 
the products and the bi-products of 
garbage, among other things from the 
skins and carcasses’ of dead animals, 
scrap iron, waste paper and other things 
which amouyt to considerable in the 
course of a’ year. This feature has in 
many of these citizs materially reduced 
the cost of disposing of the garbage.

The people of Athens are making a quiet 
but strong fight against the reappoint- 
ment of ‘Pink’’ Morton as postmaster.

PROTEST OF THE HORSEMEN. 


Petition to the Western Jockey Club 
To Abolish “Outlaw” Rule. ~~ 


Memphis, March 11.—A meeting. of 
horsemen training at the race park was 
held today to take action in regard to tle 
ban placed by the Western Jockey Club 
upon tracks not licensed by that body. 
About thirty horse owners were present. 
Thomas B. Hayes, vice president of the 
Horse Protective Association, presiged. A 
number of speeches were made protesting 
against the action of the Western Jockey 
Club. C. A. Tilles, representing the Little 
Rock and Delmar tracks, was present 


\and addressed the meeting. He said that 


if the jockey club did not rescind the ob- 
jectionable rules he would guarantee a 
ninety-day meeting at Delmar and give 
a bond of $50,000 to insure the promise. 
The independent circuit would include 
Little Rock, Newport, Delmar, Nashville 
and Highland Park. The Little Rock 
wovld lead off June 25th, to be followed 
by Newport April Ist, then Nashville and 
Delmar. No purses less than $400 will be 
hing up A petition to the Western 
Jockey Club to abolish the “‘outlaw’’ rule 
and resolutions declaring that the horse 
owners would race where they pleased. 
were read and adopted. 

Following are the resolutions in full as 
adcpted: r 

‘“‘Whereas, the Western Jockey Club, at 
their recent meeting at Chicago, passed 
a rule to outlaw all owners and trainers 
racing horses at any track in the west 
not subject to thei- authprity; and, 
whereas, the enforcement of this rule 
will seriously injure the interests of all 
hcrsemen, will lessen the winning ca- 
pacity of the stables, will prevent them 
from starting in stakes in ‘which their 
fortes were entered with the sanction and 
invitation of the Western Turf Congress. 
while that body embraced the tracks now 
acting as the Western Jockey Club; that 
it will deny them the privilege of racing 
at Little Rozk and Nashville tracks after 
said horsemen incurred great expense in 
shipping their stables to these points, 
and in especially preparing their horses 
for these meetings; and, whereas, it is 
the belief of horsemen that such action 
on the part of the Western Jockey Club 
is not only wrong in itself and contrary 
to all spirit of fair competition, but cer- 
tain to bring about a turf war between 
tracks engaged in the controversy, pro- 
vcke adverse legislation and ultimately 
destroy the racing interests of the west. 

‘Then, in view of the premises, we. the 
undersigned horsemen at the Montgom- 
ery Park race track, Memphis, do hereby 
protest against the aforesaid ruling of the 
Western Jockey Club and denounce it as 
most ill-advised, unjust and filegal, and 
while declaring that it is not our purp)se 
as horsemen to take part in any of the 
controversies between the different racing 
assoctations as long as such contracts do 
not immediately inivre us. we declare this 
rule to be in violatijn of our rights and 
that its enforcement WM result in the de- 
preciation and destruction of our racing 
properties. and we hereby demand of the 
Western Jockey Club the immediate re- 
peal of said rule.” 

Messrs. Tilles and Haves were appoint- 
ed a cbmmittee to go to New Orleans and 
secure the co-operation of the horsemen 


there.

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r Ci Apportionments for June 
Promise To Be Heavy, 


CITY'S WIRING GOES OVER 


Will Not Be Put in Conduit Until 
After June—City Has No Funds 
and Everything Is Being 
Put Off Until June. 


If the finance and other committees of 
counci] keep on putting things off until 
the June apportionment sheet ts passed 
that budget will far exceed the worst ex- 
pectations. 

Every day of two something comes up 
requiring ap expenditure of ga thousand 
dollars, or perhaps several thousand dol- 
lars, and the members of the committees 
having it in hand immediately think of 
the June apportionment sheet, because, 
as ig the case, the city has no funds on 
-hand to make the payments now. 

The recent decision to extend the White- 
hall street viaduct some fifteen feet to 
the south, at an expense of about $2,000, 
is a case in point, and yesterday there 
came up before the finance committee 
the matter of putting the city’s fire alarm 
and police call box wires in the free con- 
duits furnished by the Georgia Electric 
Light Company. 

The cost of putting the wires into the 
conduits will be about $5,000, at least that 
ig the estimate made. The committee 
thought the wires ought to be put into 
the conduits as early as possible, but 
there is no money on hand with which it 
can be done at the present time. 

Then the June apportionment shect was 
(mentioned. It almost made Chairman 
Rawson shudder. He seemed to see that 

June sheet mounting higher and getting 
almost beyond control. 

“The amount in itself is not so great,”’ 
he said, “but if we keep on giving $2,000 
to this, $3,000. to that and $5,000 to some- 
thing else we will have a great deal 
more than we can attend to.” 

However, it had to be done. There is 
no provision for the work at this time, 
and it cannot be had before June. The 
committee therefore decided it would let 
the city wires rock along on poles for the 
present and make provision in the June 
apportionment sheet for paying the dam- 
ages for putting them into the conduits. 

There are other things yet to come up

A fallen heit to a big lawsuit, which 

in the end may bring him a fortune 
of several million dollars. 

Before he secures any part of the es- 
tate, it now appears, he will have to dis- 
prove the validity of an alleged will, said 
to have been found Saturday, and which 
purports to be in favor of Mrs. Blakely 
Hall, who claims to be an adopted daugh- 
ter of the testator, George Francis Gil- 
man. 

Frazier Gilman came to Atlanta from 
Hudson, 8. D., and hag lived here a little 
more than a year. He resides at No. 5 
| Hammond street, West End, with his 
family, consisting of three daughters, 
Misses Stella, Isabel and May, and two 
sons, John and Preston. He is engaged in 
mining operations in north Georgia, and 
the length of his residence here will de- 
pend upon their success. He is a man of 
considerable wealth, though living a sim- 
ple and unostentatious life. He is the 
owner of a large ranch at Hudson, 8. D., 
upon which he has some 60 head of 
stock, has a handsome brownstone front 
in Brooklyn, N. Y,, and a home at Wa- 
terville, N. Y. His daughter, Miss Stella 
Gilman, is well known in the literary 
world, in which her stories of western 
life, among them “That Dakota Girl,’”’ 
have won her considerable reputation as 
a writer. 

The fortune, amounting to $20,000,000 or 
more, was left by George Francis Gil- 
man, an eccentric millionaire and half 
brother of Frazier Gilman, of Atlanta, 
who died a few days ago at Black Rock, 
Conn, 

Frazier Gilman is now in New York, 
where he has gone to enter the contest 
for a share in the déad man’s vast estate. 
The principal obstacle with which he and 
the four er five other claimants will have 
to contend is the alleged will, reported to 
be in favor of Mrs. Blakely Hall, an 
adopted daughter of the dead million- 
aire. : 

Many Claimants Gathering. 

Claimants for the estate are gathering 
in Bridgeport, Conn., from all parts of 
the country, from Georgia, from Texas, 
from California and from many other 
states. As many as six principal claim- 
ants have already appeared on the 
ground have employed attorneys and have 
begun getting in their work. If the re- 
port of the finding of the will be true, 
they will all probably turn in and fight 
Mrs. Hall, who, it appears, expects to 
claim the whole thing. 

Frazier Gilman, the Atlantan who is 
interested in the big estate, as a half 
brother of the dead millionaire, has been 
living in Atlanta for some years, engaged 
in mining prospecting, principally in the 
northern part of the state. Both were 
the sons of Nathaniel Gilman by different 
wives, and it was from him that a large 


part of the estate came, and George 
Francis Gilman succeeded in securing 
about all of it.

Theophilus Gilman, another half broth- 
er, and whole brother to Frazier Gilman, 
of Atlanta, is another claimant who is 
on the same footing as the latter. He has 
filed a petition in the surrogate’s office in 
New York city asking that he be appoint- 
ed administrator of the estate in New 
York state. A nephew of the dead man, 
Edward F. Norton, of Texas, has filed 
the same sort of a petition on his own 
account. Among other claimants are Mrs. 
J. O. Scammon and George W. Smith. 

Will Be a Great Contest. 

It is said the country has never seen a 
will contest the like of which this will be. 
Nathaniel Gilman left about a million, 
yet the fight over his estate lasted for 
thirty years. It is said to have been bit- 
ter enough to set the brothers at each 
other with fists and pistols. With the 
prize twenty times as large, it is impos- 
sible to imagine what the complications 
will be, and the final ending is as though 
veiled in mystery. Whether there is a 
will or not, years must elapse before the 
complications can be unraveled by the 
courts and the heirs of George Francis 
Gilman get their hands on the money. 

George Francis Gilman was a native of 
Maine and was for years engaged in the 
leather business in New York. He had 
large capital in the fortune he got from 
his father, the money having been made 
in the tea business. He was a lover of 
horse flesh and his stables were famous. 
He enjoyed life in his own way, and 
cared little for the opinion of others.

TAX FI. FAS. FOR 
$50,000 ISSUED 


City Will Try To Collect from 
Six Big Corporations 


FOUR YEARS’ BACK TAXES 


Executions May Be Issued Against 
Southern Iron Car Company for 
$50,000 State and County 
May Also Claim Back 
Taxes from Them. 


The city will make an effort to collect 
back taxes from half a dozen corpora- 
tions amounting to something like $80,000, 

The matter came up before the finance 
committee yesterday, the existence of 
these corporations and the fact that they 
had made no returns for taxation being 
reported. The finance committee in- 
structed that fieri facias be issued and 
levies made where property of the cor- 
porations in question can be found. 

The principal one of these companies 
is the Southern Iron Car Company. 
which is said to own a large number 
of freight cars which are leased to dif- 
ferent railroads operating in this and 
other sections of the south. Four fi. 
fas., each for $12,412.50, have been issued 
against this company, and Tax Investi- 
gator J. L. Collier has been directed to 
make levies if any property can be found. 

The Southern Iron Car Company is a 
Georgia corporation, but, it is under- 
stood, has recently gone into liquida- 
tion,*”and it may be that the city will 
find nothing belonging to that company 
that it can levy on. Should it turn out 
that all its property has been disposed 
of, $50,000 of the back taxes the city 
is after will have gone glimmering. This 
company, it is stated, has made returns 
to the city for only about $500 worth 
of real estate, and that is all on which 
it has paid taxes. 

The city goes back four vears in the 
collection of back taxes. The following 
are the other corporations against which 
similar fi. fas. have been issued, 

Virginia and Alabama Coal Company four 
fil. fas., each for $375. 

Atlanta Stone, Coal and. Lumber Company, 
four fi. fas., each for $750. 

Southern Freight Line, four fi. fas., each 
for $1.218.75. 

Expess Coal Line, 


$477. 

Southeastern Coal Line, four fi. fas., each 
for $1,668.75 

These companies are all in similar lines 
of business. These five corporations, it 
is stated, have made no returns at all 
to the city and have paid no taxes.

It may be that the state and county’ 


will also get after these corporations 
for back taxes. The matter of the South- 
ern Iron Car Company has already been 
brought to the attention of Comptroller 
General. Wright, and he fs making an 
investigation. In the event feri facias are 
issued for the state and county they will 
go back not only four years, but for the 
whole time the corporations have been 
doing business in the state and during 
which they have paid no taxes. 

The action taken by the city will doubt- 
less lead to several cases in the courts 
before the taxes are paid. The corpo- 
rations are business concerns of stand- 
ing, and doubtless consider they have 
complied with all necessary laws. It is 
not to be expected, therefore, that they 
will pay up and look cheerful until they 
have run the gamut of the courts and 
it is decided they will have to do so.

GRAND JURY TO REFUSE 
REQUEST OF MINISTERS 


HE grand jury will refuse to take ac- grand jury with specific charges the mat- 


T tion in the matter of violation of the 
Sunday law, as it was requested to 
do ty the Ministers’ Evangelical As- 
sociation, unless the ministers make 
specific charges against the merchants 
and others involved. This is the sub- 
stance of a correspondence which has 
passed between Foreman W. H. Venable, 
of the grand jury, and Dr. A. R. Holder- 
by, chairman of the committee on Sab- 
bath desecration of the ministers’ associa- 
tion. : 
The grand fury has not flatly refused 
to make an investigation, but the min- 
isters have béen informed that the jury 
would be glad to assist them if specific 
charges are made, and this the ministers 
refuse to do. The indications are, there- 
fore, that no investigation will be made 
of the Sunday law violations by the 
present grand jury. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
ministers’ association, held last Monday, 
resolutions were passed calling the at- 
tention of the grand jury to the fact that 
the Sunday law is being violated, The 
object of the resolutions wags to secure an 
investigation at the hands of the grand 
jury and to have stopped the selling of 
cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, soda water 
and like articles and the running of 
freight trains and the switching of freight 
cars in the city on Sunday. 

A copy of these resolutions were mailed 
to Foreman Venable last week by Dr. 
Holderby. The minister received a re- 
ply from the foreman, which was short, 
but polite and courteous and which con- 
tained the information a8 above stated, 
Dr, Holderby later met Mr. Venable and 
a personal interview developed the same 
situation as was revealed in the letten— 


that if the ministers would go pefore the ' them. i 


ter would be investigated. The letter and 
the interview both left the impression on 
Dr. Holderby. that no investigation would 
be made unless charges were furnished. 
Mr. Venable also did not think the grand 
jury should act as detectives. 

Should the present grand jury 
take action on the matter that will not 
but a stop to the crusade against the 
violation of the Sunday law. however. 
The ministers intend {to prosecute the 
movement and it is announced that it 
will terminate in a legal fight for the 
proper observance of the Sunday laws. 

Dr. Holderby, when questioned in ref- 
erence to the turn the matter had taken, 
said: 

“The ministers have requested the grand 
jury to make an investigation of the Sun- 
day law violations and we feel that we 
have done our du ty. We have been asked 
to furnish specific charges against the 
persons who are violating the law, But 
this we will not do, as we do not desire 
to appear in the role of prosecutors of our 
fellow citizens. We know the law is be- 


fail to 


ing violated and the grand jury know it — 


and we feel that.it is their duty to in- 
vestigate. , 

“Mr. Venable was very polite in his 
communication and he did not refuse to 
make the investigation, but left the im- 
pression that unless we appeared with 
specific charges no investigation would be 
made. We simply want to see the law ob- 
served. If the Sunday law was observed 
that fact would prove a great benefit to 
the young men of the city who are com- 
pelled to work all day on the Sabbath. 
They cannot attend church and are not 
given one day out of the week on which 
to rest. We are working in the interest 
of these men who have to labor on the 
Sabbath.”’ 

Dr, Holderby also stated that he con- 
sidered the grand jury a body of deteéc- 
tives and thinks it ig their duty to in- 
vestigate a matter when it is presented to

The aggressive young Chicagoan with 
the explosive waistcoat who came through 
this territory like a lambent flame about 
ten days ago, heralding the coming of 
“The Burgomaster,” said that the pro- 
duction was a “merry melange.”’

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New York, March 1!!.—Scarcely any pause 
fn the downward trend of prices in cotton 
' ‘Was noted today, and new low quotations were 
made soon after the session opened. Senti- 
ment here was bearish to an exceptional de- 
gree, and at no time wag there speculative 
‘support of importance offered. The opening 
was steady, - with prices two points higher 
to two points lower. These figures were prac- 
tically the, best of the day. Soon after. the 
call liquidation of cotton purchased Saturday 
on the reaction theory began to come out, 
while ths south telegraphed large selling or- 
ders. Europe, too, offered several consider- 
able blocks of near months delivery cotton, 
while there appeared to be practically no buy- 
ers other than slight room demand of profit 
~ taking orders, which was readily appeased. 

The factors which prompted the selling for 
both accounts coniprised weak English cables, 
. reports that New England mills were going 
to reso-t to short time, heavy receipts, fore- 
casts for an increased movement in the south-

Personal Tribute to Mrs, Lawson, 


ORE than the usual attention kiv- 
en prominent ‘musical. events in 
Atlanta is being centered in the 

coming of Mrs. Corinne Moore-Lawson to 
the Grand Thursday night in song recital. 
Not only through the ordinary channels 
of press and musical tradition has the 
assurance of her exceptional gift and cul- 
ture been accépted by the musical people 
here, but especially through the 
introduction of more intimate in- 
formation by a personal friend of hers, 
whose authority is recognized as that of 
one the. most cultured and prominent 
of southern musicians,- has greater than 
ordinary interest been daiffused‘in antici- 
pation of her appearance. 

“Mrs. Lawson when I first met her,” 
this‘gentleman said, “was a young stu- 
dent atthe. Cincinnati College of Music, 
and one who was noted for her devotion 
to her work—piane and voice study. The 
object for evhich she was sent there was 
the acquirement: of an amateur’s educa- 
tion, and it was intended that she should 
take only the finish of.a year or two of 
study at the conservatory. When she re- 
turned to her home tn Mississippi at the 
end of that time,’ however, -her indif- 
ference to everything but her music and 
the promise betrayed in her yet limited 
musical accomplishment, persuaded her 
parents to agree to her wish and return 
with Her to Cincinnati. She resumed her 
study at the conservatory, and as a re- 
sult of the devoted attention she gave to 
the development of her talents, she has 
achieved a splendid success. 

“Her yoice is not of a heavy quality. 
It is to all intents a lyric soprano, yet 
capable of such vocal execution as is us- 
ually considered to be beyond the lyric 
soprano’s realm. When she was first 
encouraged by those who were interested 
and believed in her voice to attempt 
greater things than those on which her 
reputation as a singer was founded, she 
hesitated in modest ignorance of her own 
powers to leave the very possible ‘crea- 
tion’ airs, etc., for the heavier demands 
of such oratorio singing. as that of ‘Eli- 
jah’ and ‘Messiah,’ for instance. The 
trial fustified the confidence of her 
friends, and from her first appearance in 
this difficult oratorio work she received 
only favorable criticism. 

“One notable compliment of which she 
has reason to be proud is the favoritism 
shown her by Theodore Thomas. It is 
well known how difficult he is to please 
in the matter of a woman’s voice, and 
therefore the compliment to her was the 
greater when, after she had sung with 
his orchestra a gong for which one of his 
musicians had-arranged the orchestra- 
tion, he presented her with the orchestra 
score, telling her. to keep it; it was now 
her song and no one else was to sing it. 

“One of the agreeable and dignified 
features of Mrs. Lawson’s art is her mu- 
sical conservatism. She changes nothing 
of the composer’s intention, but sings her 
songs just as they are written, with no 


added embellishment or substitution to 
alter the meaning or the emphasis the 
composer intended, -She does not pre- 
sume to improve upon the work: of the 
composers for whom she chooses. Her 
playing of her own accompaniments is as 
finished in its performance as her sing- 
ing, and is a unique feature of her charm- 
ing recitals. . 

“Personally, Mrs. Lawson is most at- 
tractive. With self poise and dignity, 
she is yet charmingly free from affecta- 
tion, and while she has accomplished 
through her own efforts a remarkable 
success, she is apparently quite uncon- 
scious of anything unusual in the aghieve- 
ment, but remains natural, unspoiled and 
quite approachable. 

“Her concert Thursday night w#l, I am 
sure, be an artistic success and the even- 
ing’s programme one of rare pleasure.”

Statements Were Not Made and Pen- 
alty Will Be Inflicted. 


THREE DO LIFE BUSINESS 


Comptroller General Wright Will 
' [Revoke Licenges at Once. 


ORDER WAS ISSUED — YESTERDAY 


Illinois Life Is One of Largest Com- 


panies Debarred—Expulsion Is 
for One Year. 


On account of their failure to make re- 
ports to Governor Candler six insurance 
companies have been denied the right to 
solicit or do business in the state of Geor- 
gia until after January of next year. 

Under section 2034 of the state code no 
company can do business in the state of 
Georgia that does not furnish the govern- 
or of the state with a copy of its annual 
and semi-annual statement, and it is for 
a Violation of this section that six compa- 
nies will now have to retire from business 
in the state. The names of the companies 
that will suffer the penalty of the law 
are given in a letter from John C. Cand- 
ler, the secretary of the governor, to 
Comptroller General Wright as follows: 

“T have the honor to submit to you the 
insurance companies which have not filed 
their semi-annual statements in this office 
for the six months ending December 31, 
1900, to-wit:

“National Life, Washington, D. C. 

*“Georgia.Mutual Aid Association. 

“TWnited States Beneficent Association, 
Atlanta, Ga. ’ 

‘Western Mufual Life Association, Chi- 
cago, Ill. 

“Frankfort Accident and Marine, New 
York, 

“Respectfully submitted. 

“JOHN C. CANDLER, 
“Secretary.”’ 

Comptroller General Wright will now 
notify the home office of each company 
and all the agents in Georgia of each com- 
pany of the forfeit to a right to do bus!l- 
ness in the state and advise them that if 
any effort is made to continue business 
in violation of the law, then prosecution 
will be begun as is provided by the statute 
of the state, All applications from any 
of the companies for licenses will be re- 
fused unless the governor is appealed to 
and a pardon granted the offenders. It is 
not known yet whether or not any of the 
companies will appeal for clemency or 
not. 

A special provision is made in the stat- 
utes of the state whereby all insurance 
companies doing business in the state are 
required to furnish statements to the gov- 
ernor and to have such statements pub- 
lished in at least one paper. Penalty is 
a forfeit to the right to solicit business. 
The section is as follows, whete special 
provision is made for such cases as those 
called to the attention of the comptrol- 
ler yesterday: 

Should any one of such insurance companies 
fail or refuse to make such statement to the 
governor, it shall, by such refusal or failure, 
forfeit its right to do business in this state 
until the Ist of January of the next vear, and 
on such failure or refusal, the insurance com- 
missioner shall recall and cancel the license 
of such delinquent company. 

It is not known whether or not the in- 
surance companies will appeal to the gov- 
ernor, but it is said-to be doubted whether 
or not he would grant a pardon to the of- 
fenders, as more than sixty days have 
passed since the time the statements 
could have been furnished and the neglect 
is considered almost unpardonable.

Corrigan Willing To Grant Certain 
Modificats iy 


STATES WHAT SHOULD BE DONE 


Both the Street Car Ordinances and 
Board of 'Health Ordinance 
Went Over. 


- i 


. The ordinance and legislative commit- 
tea of council met yesterday afternpon 
for the purpose of disposing of some very 
important questions, but for one reason 
or another they alj) went over to the next 
meeting, which, however, will be held 
during the present week. 

Attorney John Corrigan appeared be- 
fore the committee and made a statement 
advocating favorable action on Council- 
man. Barrett’s ordinance with reference 
to the stopping of street cars on streets 
that are doubled tracked. Mr. Corrigan 
said he was willing to make certain modi- 
fications in the proposed ordinance, so as 
to relieve any burden on the street car 
companies, but he thought the step con- 
templated should be taken for the pur- 
pose of protecting life and limb. 

The original ordinance, required that 
where one car is approaching another 
on a street that is doubled tracked, the 
second car shall stop on the opposite side 
of the street until the first car had dis- 
charged all of its passengers. The offi- 
clals of the two car lines claimed this 
would interfere with their schedules, per- 
haps breaking some of them up alto- 
gether. 

“I believe, for the safety of life and 
limb,’’ Mr. Corrigan said, ‘“‘some such 
ordinance as this ought to be passed. I 
am willing to make any modifications 
necessary, such as a provision that the 
ordinance shall not apply to the junc- 
tion point, such as Broad and Marietta, 
but I believe cars should be madg to 
stop under such _ circumstances long 
enough to give warning to those who are 
getting on or off another car going in an 
opposite direction. In. order to test the 
contention of the railroad people, I have 
ridden on the Consolidated line four times 
a day for a week between my office and 
place of residence, and I have found that 
during that entire time the application of 
this ordinance would have been neces- 
sary but once. I canriot see, therefore, 
how it would materially interfere with 
the schedules.”’ 

After Mr. Corrigan had made his state- 
ment, a desire was expressed that the 
matter be postponed, and this ordinance, 
along with the ordinance of Councilman 
Reed with reference to taxing the gross 
receipts of street car companies, went 
over to Friday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The ordinance providing for a healtj 
officer was read, but on account of the 
absence of two members of the commit- 
tee it was likewise postponed until Wed- 
nesday at 4 o’clock. A large number of 
physicians was present to be heard on 
this ordinance.
